Approve an ordinance accepting grant funds from the Texas Department of Public Safety, and amending the Fiscal
Year 2016-2017 Operating Budget Special Revenue Fund (Ordinance No. 20160914-001) in the amount of $1,547,397
for the following departments: Austin Energy, Austin Resource Recovery, Aviation, Management Services, Parks and
Recreation, and Watershed Protection for repairs to City facilities and replacement of City property damaged or
destroyed by the flooding of May and October 2015; and amending the Fiscal Year 2016-2017 Capital Budget
(Ordinance No. 20160914-002) to transfer in and appropriate $1,237,994 for Austin Resource Recovery and Austin

Water for repairs to City facilities and replacement of City property damaged or destroyed by the flooding of May and
October 2015.

Amount and Source of Funding

Funding in the amount of $2,785,391 is available from the Federal Emergency Management Agency via the Texas

Department of Public Safety. A City match of 25% is required and available in various department Fiscal Year 2016-
2017 Operating and Capital Budgets.

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Over a 12-month period ending August 14, 2016, the City of Austin (City) had its wettest 12-month period on record
(67.86 inches at Bergstrom Airport). May 2015 was the third wettest month ever recorded for the City, culminating in
several creeks rising over their banks on Memorial Day weekend. On May 29, 2015, the President of the United States
issued a declaration of a major disaster for the State of Texas (FEMA-4223-DR) for severe storms, tornadoes,
straight-line winds, and flooding, which began on May 4, 2015. On June 5, 2015, this declaration was amended to
include Travis County for Individual Assistance. Public Assistance was added June 9, 2015. The City was included in
the Travis County amendment and was eligible to receive Individual Assistance, Public Assistance, and Small Business
Assistance.

The 2015 Halloween Flood was a Presidentially Declared Disaster affecting the City and Travis County that began
during the pre-dawn hours of October 30, 2015. Unlike the 2013 Halloween Flood, which resulted from rain falling
west of the City and travelling down the watershed, the 2015 Halloween Flood resulted from rainfall that fell directly
on the City, creating spontaneous and unpredictably hazardous conditions. The resulting response led to a full
activation of the Austin/Travis County Emergency Operations Center, Shelter, a Flood Assistance Center, and a
Volunteer Resource Center. The City and Travis County submitted a Disaster Declaration on October 30, 2015.
President Barack Obama approved Federal flood assistance for Austin-area residents and businesses on November
25, 2015.

Public Assistance enabled the City to work with the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) to obtain
funding to bring City-owned and maintained facilities and infrastructure back to pre-disaster conditions. The funds
flow to the Gity through the Texas Department of Public Safety. The Office of Homeland Security and Emergency
Management (HSEM) has coordinated the gathering and submittal of debris removal, emergency protective measures,
and infrastructure projects.

This budget amendment is the fifth to appropriate grant funds from FEMA. Council will be presented with additional
appropriation requests in the future once FEMA has approved the projects and determined funding estimates
accordingly.
